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Rev. Dr. Herbert Schmidt, 
Seminary's Librarian Since 
1946, Dies Today At 55 


Rev. Dr. Herbert H. Schmidt, 
65, Oak Ridge, librarian at the 
Gettysburg Theological Seminary 
ainee 1946, died this morning at 
8:40 o’clock at the Harrisburg 
General Hospital from a heart 
condition. 
He had been a patient at the 
Warner Hospital from last Tues­ 
day until Saturday when he was 
transferred to the hospital in Har­ 
risburg. 
An ordained minister, he served 
his first pastorate in the Mt. Joy 
Lutheran Charge from 1934 to 1938 
and for the next eight years was 
pastor of the Lutheran Church at 
Woodsboro, Md., until taking up 
his position at the seminary. He 
was ordained by the Maryland 
Synod of the Lutheran Church in 
1934. 
JOHNSTOWN NATIVE 
He was a son of the late Eld 
ward and Marie ( S h r a d e r ) 
Schmidt and was born in Johns­ 
town, Pa. 
He was a graduate (rf Central 
High School in Johnstown. He re­ 
ceived his A.B. degree from Sus­ 
quehanna University at Selins­ 
grove in 1931. He studied at the 
seminary there for the next year 
and received his Bachelor of Di 
vinity degree in 1934 from the 
seminary here. 
He did postgraduate work at 
Auburn Seminary. Auburn, N. Y., 
in 1937 and in 1949 received his 
degree in library science from the 
Columbia University L i b r a r y 
School in New York City. 
HONORARY D.D. 
In 1956 Susquehanna University 
conferred the honorary Doctor of 
Divinity degree. In 1951 the Get­ 
tysburg seminary conferred on 
him the degree of Master of Sa­ 
cred Theology. 
The Rev. Dr. Schmidt was a 
member of the American Theo­ 
logical Library Association, the 
Adams County Torch Club, Pi 
Gamma Mu, the national social 
science society, and the Inter- 
Faculty Club here of which he 
was president in 1953. 
He was a former president for 
two terms of the Maryland Synod 
and had served as secretary of 
that synod’s Western Conference 
He was a former chairman of 
the Maryland Synod Committee 
on Rural Church Policy and since 
1967 had been disbursing agent 
for the Maryland Synod Commit 
tee on Students.

ON COMFORT 
Too many people grow fat 
and begin to crumble, in mind 
and spirit, because of comfort. 
They boast too much of early 
struggles that ended 
all too 
soon! 
All life should be a struggle, 
a striving, and an aspiration. 
And one’s last day should be 
one’s best and happiest. 
There is a constant stir in 
the soul when there is struggle 
going on. When too much com­ 
fort set* in, dying begins. I like 
that inscription on the grave­ 
stone of the great English his­ 
torian Green: “He died learn­ 
ing.” 
We associate too much with 
our equals. We ought to seek 
out our 
superiors! 
A famous 
tennis champion once told me 
that he always made it a point 
to play with a better player 
than himself. 
The thing that spurs one on 
is to get satisfaction out of 
growth. But that can be no sat­ 
isfaction when growth stops, or 
when 
comfort 
puts its tight 
wrapping about one. The thing 
that keeps ambition alive, and 
incentive 
warm, 
is 
constant 
fighting and contact with supe­ 
rior forces that defeat all slum­ 
bering and ease of life. 
“Teddy” Roosevelt, our 26th 
President, left the story of his 
life exemplified in one great ad 
dress which he termed "The 
Strenuous 
Life.’’ 
He 
n e v e 
sought comfort, but a life of 
constant service. 
The way to a long and happy 
life is to keep on living, to keep 
on working, and to keep on 
thinking. There is nothing very 
satisfactory in the mere sitting 
hi a clubroom, looking out of 
the window, and just watching 
the world go by, thinking that 
yon a rt living in comfort!

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William Wallace Lincoln, 11-Year-Old 
Son Of President And Mrs. Lincoln, Was 
Buried One Hundred Two Years Ago 


On 
Monday, 
February ' 24, 
1862, the funeral of William Wa! 
lace Lincoln, the 11-year-old son 
of President and Mrs. Abra­ 
ham Lincoln, took place at 2 
p.m. in the East Room of the 
White House. During the serv­ 
ice the body lay in the adjoin­ 
ing Green Room. The Rev Dr. 
Phineas D. Gurley, the pastor 
of the New York Ave. Presby­ 
terian Church, officiated, and 
his remarks were "skillfully ex­ 
tended . . . so as to afford con­ 
solation to the heart of every 
sorrowing parent present.” Dr. 
Gurley was followed in the fu­ 
neral service by the Rev. Dr. 
John Smith, the pastor of the 
Fourth 
Presbyterian 
Church, 
then located on 9th St. between 
C and H Sts. Mrs. Lincoln was 
so grief stricken that she was 
unable to attend the funeral. 
Willie’s illness had been a 
long drawn out siege of bilious 
fever, an intermittent fever as­ 
suming a typhoid character. In 
the 1860’s there was much med­ 
ical confusion in distinguishing 
between malaria, typhoid and 
pneumonia. 
HAD SCARLET FEVER 
Willie and his brother, Tad, 
both became ill in early Feb­ 
ruary of 1862, but the ll year 
old son’s illness was more criti­ 
cal because, about two years be­ 
fore, he had suffered scarlet 
fever "and probably acquired 
therefrom 
an 
unappreciated 
damaged heart or kidney” and 
could not resist the infection. 
The Washington press report­ 
ed almost daily the fluctuating 
disease: 
February IO — "Willie is re­ 
ported much better today, but 
Tad is thought to have contract 
ed the same illness.” 
February ll — "President 
fives ‘pretty much all of his 
attention’ to Willie and Tad who 
are OI.” 
February 12 — "President 
spends much time with sick son, 
Willie.” 
February 14 — "The children 
(Willie and Tad) we are glad 
to say are on the mend.” 
February 15 — "Reception at 
White House due today is omit 
ted in consequence of the con 
tinued illness in the family of 
the President.” 
February 19 — "Willie con­ 
tinues critically ill though some­ 
what easier than yesterday.” 
FIED FEBRUARY 21 
Willie died on Thursday, Feb­ 
ruary 20. at 5 p.m. Shortly 
thereafter, Lincoln stopped by 
his private secretary's office 
and said. "Well, Nicolay, my 
boy is gone — he is actually 
gone,” and bursting into tears 
he went into his own office. Im­ 
mediately after Willie died, Lin­ 
coln sent his carriage for Sena­ 
tor and Mrs. Orville H. Brown­ 
ing. 
Mrs. Browning came to com­ 
fort Mrs. Lincoln and the Sen­ 
ator was placed in full charge 
of the funeral service. 
Preparing the child’s body for 
burial was Browning’s first con­ 
cern. The body was embalmed 
on February 22 by 
Doctors 
Brown 
and 
Alexander, 
who 
were assisted by Dr. Wood. The 
work was done in the presence 
of 
attending 
physicians 
Dr. 
Stone and Dr. Hall, Senator 
Browning and Isaac Newton. 
The method of Sagnet of Paris 
was used and the results were 
entirely satisfactory to the at­ 
tendant friends of the family. 
Extravagant claims were made 
of the Sagnet process, stating 
that the remains became a 
"shell in effigy, a sculpture.” 
However, the critical Lincoln 
student will not accept the 
claim that "the embalmers pre­ 
pared the body so handsomely 
that the President had it twice 
disinterred to look upon it.” Aft­ 
er the boy’s body was em­ 
balmed, 
the 
remains 
were 
placed in a metal casket fur­ 
nished in rosewood and silver. 
EXAMINE VAULT 
On 
February 
22, 
Senator 
Browning took the President’s 
carriage 
and drove 
out 
to 
Georgetown with William T. 
Carroll to examine his vault 
which he had offered for the 
use of the President’s dead son. 


It is difficult to determine how 
this offer of the use of the Car­ 
roll vault came about. Carroll 
was for 35 years (appointed in 
1827) the clerk of the United 
States Supreme Court. He was 
the son of Charles Carroll of 
Bellevue. As the Supreme Court 
of that period convened in the 
shadow of the Senate Chamber, 
it is possible that the clerk of 
the court was well known to 
Senator Browning, even though 
they would have had only one 
year to get acquainted. Possi 
bly a simple request or a direct 
offer was made. 
On the other hand, as sug 
gested by Miss Mathilde Wil­ 
liams (curator of the Peabody 
Library Association of George­ 
town) in her essay on the funer­ 
al of Willie Lincoln, the Car­ 
rolls may have been long-time 
friends of the Lincolns through 
a Carroll - Sprigg relationship 
dating back to the early months 
of Lincoln’s congressional ca­ 
reer when he with Mrs. Lincoln 
boarded 
at 
Mrs. 
Benjamin 
Sprigg s rooming house on Car 
roll Row. 
CARROLL DEATH 
William T. Carroll married 
Sallie Sprigg, and in 1857 their 
son, William Thomas Jr., aged 
23 years, died on January 19 
A month later, on February 21. 
their five-year-old son Howard 
Carroll died. The Carrolls pur­ 
chased Lot 292 in Oak Hill on 
March 5, and the first inter­ 
ments in a new vault in the 
northwest 
extremity 
of 
the 
cemetery, on a slope overlook­ 
ing Rock Creek, were made in 
May. In 1861 the remains of an 
infant son named William Cuy 
ler Carroll were also placed in 
the vault. 
Willie’s death occurred two 
days before the nation would 
celebrate George Washington’s 
birthday. On February 21 the 
Cabinet 
met 
and 
adjourned, 
after reading the "Journal,” be­ 
cause of the death in the Pres­ 
klent’s family. The Cabinet re 
quested Congress to cancel the 
illumination of the public build 
ings on February 22 out of re­ 
spect for the President’s fam 
ily. On February 23 John G. 
Nicolay wrote a memorandum 
to the effect that "at night the 
city was partially illuminated, 
but the illumination al the pub­ 
lic buildings having been coun 
termanded on account of the 
death of the President’s son, the 
show was not so imposing as it 
would otherwise have bema 
During this holiday period the 
members of the Cabinet and 
their wives called on President 
and Mrs. Lincoln. 
VIEWING FEE. 23 
On February 23 the body of 
Willie was viewed at the White 
House by many friends of the 
family. However, Mrs. Lincoln 
was inconsolable, and it was 
said that she never entered Wil­ 
lie’s sickroom again. While Wil­ 
ke's body lay in state in the 
Green 
Room 
the undertaker 
placed in his hands a bouquet 
of flowers, and before the cas­ 
ket was closed Mrs. Lincoln re­ 
quested that the flowers be sent 
to her room. 
The interior of the White 
White House was draped with 
black crepe. Even the great 
mirrors 
were 
covered 
with 
black cloth. Fortunately, Tad 
and on the day of the funeral 
he was no longer on the critical 
list. 
The funeral was attended by 
a large crowd including Cabi­ 
net officers, foreign ministers, 
members al Congress and citi­ 
zens in general who gathered 
in the East Room for the funer­ 
al services. After the White 
House service was concluded, 
Willie’s remains were placed in a 
hearse drawn by two white horses 
for the trip to Oak Hill on the 
picturesque heights” of George­ 
town. 
FUNERAL ROUTE 
Black horses drew the Presi­ 
dent’s carriage. Lincoln was ac­ 
companied by his son, Robert, 
and by Senators Browning (IU.) 
and TrumbuU (IU.). The funer­ 
al cortege was made up of the

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pro- 
fessional baseball may sell tele­ 
vision rights to some of its 
games on a package basis— 
with all teams sharing equally 
—by next season, Broadcasting 
magazine reports. 
The network plan receiving 
the most attention from a major 
league committee, the magazine 
said Monday, “ is a no-black­ 
out national game on Monday 
night,” which could be worth 
about $10 million to the 20 ma­ 
jor league teams. 
This year, with each team 
selling its own television rights, 
the 20 teams stand to rake in an 
estimated $13,575,000, compared 
with about $13 million last year. 
The 22 teams in the American 
and National football leagues 
are receiving about $15.2 million 
for their 1964 games. 
In addition to the individual 
rights, the All-Star game and 
World Series will add $3.5 mil­ 
lion to the total take, and 12 
teams will share about $1.7 mil­ 
lion in rights for CBS-TV and 
NBC-TV weekend telecasts.

Liston, the brooding destroyer, 
is an overwhelming 7-1 favorite 
—with virtually no betting — to 
burst the fabulous bubble of the 
brash bard from Louisville, Cas­ 
sius Clay, tonight. 
Most observers predict the 
lights will go out for the boast­ 
ful, 
poem-spouting 
challenger 
within 
minutes, perhaps 
sec­ 
onds, after the scheduled IO p.m. 
EST opening gong in Miami 
Beach’s pink-and-blue Conven­ 
tion Hall. 
The fastest knockout on rec­ 
ord in a heavyweight champion­ 
ship is one minute, 28 seconds, 
scored by Tommy Burns over 
Jem Roach March 17, 1908, and 
many are convinced this old 
mark will be broken. 
SEEKS QUICK KO 
“ I won’t be trying for a rec­ 
ord. but I am for a quick knock­ 
out,” Liston said. “ It will be 
over as soon as I catch him.” 
Sudden demolition has become 
the theme of Liston’s awesome 
fists. 
He has knocked out his last 
three opponents — Albert West- 
phal of Germany and former ti­ 
tleholder Floyd Patterson, twice 
—in the first round, using a to­ 
tal of 6 minutes, 14 seconds. 
The 23-year-old Clay, who says 
he “ floats like a butterfly and 
stings like a bee,” refused right 
up to the zero hour to assume 
the role of a man waiting for 
the modern guillotine. 
FANS UNIMPRESSED 
“ I’ll outbox 
him 
in seven 
rounds and knock him out in the 
eighth,” he insisted, adding his 
favorite poetic twist: “ I’m pre­ 
dicting 
eight 
to 
prove 
I’m 
great.” 
His never-ending spiel of “ I’m 
the king—I’m the greatest” has 
failed to make a dent however, 
on boxing fans, who muct shell 
out on a acale of $20 to $250 for 
one of the 18,000 seats. Indica­ 
tions were that they would stay 
away in droves. 
Needing 
$800,000 
to 
break 
even on the venture, promoter 
Bill MacDonald, the self-made 
Miami millionaire, 
said sales 
had reached only $330,000 and 
that only a last minute rush for 
the ticket windows could save 
him from a financial bath. 
BIG MONEY 
Meanwhile, a vast closed cir­ 
cuit television network, cover­ 
ing 269 theaters and arenas in 
the United States and Canada, 
is expected to gross between $4 
and $5 million, assuring both 
fighters a handsome pay day. 
If the over all figure reaches 
$5 million, Liston, who also has 
a half-share in the parent pro­ 
motional setup, stands to earn 
$1,360,000. Clay could draw $600,- 
OOO. not bad for a young man 
who was an amateur four years 
ago on Uncle Sam’s Olympic 
boxing team and who has literal­ 
ly grabbed himself to the thresh­ 
old of the sports greatest prize. 
The bout will be televised to 
Europe via satellite communi­ 
cation and will be broadcast na­ 
tionally by the American Broad­ 
casting Company. 
A victory for the Louisville 
Lip—regarded as something in 
the miracle category — would 
provide one of the upsets of the 
century and one of the most as­ 
tounding 
success 
stories 
in 
sports history. 
Cassius acknowledges that he 
patterned 
his 
publicity 
cam­ 
paign after that of the late 
wrestler, Gorgeous George, and 
started “ throwing the jive”—as 
he put it—to attract attention. 
LOOKS GREAT 
Now he has banged his cane 
against the ground and repeat­ 
ed “ I am the greatest” so often 
that he seems to believe him­ 
self that he is unbeatable—the 
golden boy of the ring. 
Clay is a superb-looking ath­ 
lete, 6-foot-3 and at 215 the 
heaviest of his career, but by 
comparison with the dynamite 
that Liston carries around rn 
his gloves Clay has a powder- 
puff punch. 
There are those who believe 
that Liston could drop his hands 
and let Cassius whale away at 
him for a full round, without 
ever being dropped to the can­ 
vas. 
PREDICTS CLAY WIN 
Angelo Dundee. Clay's train­ 
er, cites Cassius’ attributes as

HARRISBURG (AP) — Penn­ 
sylvania will inaugurate a new 
purchase-of-care program next 
Sunday to assist those citizens 
tinder 65 who can not afford to 
pay their medical bills. 
The new program, hailed by 
Welfare Secretary Arlin M. Ad­ 
ams as a major welfare inno­ 
vation in the nation, replaces 
the straight subsidy system of 
state aid to nonsectarian hos­ 
pitals. 
The state’s old $10-a-day sub­ 
sidy program will end Saturday 
in all hospitals but those few 
which specialize in care of the 
chronically ill, Adams said. 
I ll PER DAY 
Under the new system, hos­ 
pitals providing care for the in­ 
digent under 65 will receive 80 
per cent of the cost for the first 
IO days of hospitalization; 50 
per cent for the second IO days 
and 40 per cent for the fina 
Minimum payments will be 
IO a day. The maximum base 
figure in computing cost will be 
$25 per day for ward care. 
Adams said the program, ad­ 
vanced by the Scranton admin­ 
istration through the 1963 legis­ 
lature, will place Pennsylvania 
among the leaders in caring for 
its younger medically indigent. 
COSTS $17.S M ILLION 
N u r s i n g homes and units 
in hospitals will be reimbursed 
at the public assistance rate up 
to 60 days, ranging from $4-60 
to $5.92 a day, depending on the 
type of care required. 
The new program will cost an 
estimated $17.5 million during 
the coming fiscal year, an in­ 
crease of $3.5 million over cur­ 
rent expenses for aid to the 
needy. 
Each county will administer 
the new program through its 
Board of Assistance. Payments 
will not be made to individuals, 
but to hospitals and nursing 
homes supplying the services.

CASES IN N. J. 


ATLANTA (AP) - A total of 
IU cases of infectious hepatitis 
transmitted through raw clams 
has been reported in New Jer­ 
ker and Pennsylvania, the Com­ 
municable Disease Center said 
today. 
The center said in its weekly 
morbidity and mortality report 
that the outbreak began in Oc­ 
tober and appears to have end­ 
ed in late January.' The cases 
were reported among persons 
who had consumed raw clams 
in the preceding IO to 60 days. 
Adults accounted for 104 of 
the IU cases. Fifty-six of the 
cases were reported from Penn­ 
sylvania and 53 from New Jer­ 
sey. IV o additional cases in 
New York City were discovered 
who had consumed raw clams 
approximately 30 days previous 
in the Pleasantville, N.J., area.

Wirtz failed in a last-minute 
plea to union officials to lift the 
boycott until such conferences 
could be arranged. 
President Johnson’s personal 
appeals to labor leaders also 
failed to budge the adamant 
stand of the unions. 
The longshoremen and other 
maritime unions had the full 
backing of the AFL-CIO in re­ 
sisting the Johnson administra­ 
tion’s request to load the wheat 
for Russia. 
BACKS BOYCOTT 
"They are just fighting for 
bread and butter for their peo­ 
ple,” said AFL-CIO President 
George Meany in backing the 
boycott. 
The unions argue that the 
wheat going to the Soviet Union 
is partially subsidized by tax­ 
payers’ funds and that the gov­ 
ernment should provide more 
jobs for American workers by 
guaranteeing at least 50 per 
cent shipment in U.S. vessels. 
A spokesman for Wirtz said 
efforts to settle the boycott will 
continue, but that no new meet­ 
ings are presently scheduled for 
Miami B e a c h or Washington 
and prospects appeared dim for 
a quick settlement.

In a prepared Senate speech, 
Scott said the letter apparently 
was assigned to the State De­ 
partment by some White House 
aide without Johnson ever see­ 
ing it.

“The 
genocide convention has lan­ 
guished for years in the Senate

Relations 
Committee 
for lack of leadership to ratify 
it . . .

If Johnson had seen the letter, 
Scott 
said, 
he 
undoubtedly 
would have supplied the leader­ 
ship needed for Senate approval 
of the treaty, already ratified by 
66 nations. 
The treaty first was submitted 
to the Senate by President Har­ 
ry S. Truman in 1949.
